New York, April 17. — Vehement' 
If assartinc that ha bad nothias to 
4* with tha death o( rraaeisco Ma- 
doro, Oen. Victoriano Hnerta, for- 
mer Provisional President of Mex- 
ico, Issued a lengthy signed state- 
ment here. setllriK fortii wliat lie 
termed his side of the Mexican ques- 
tion. Oen. Hnerta declared that he 
knew who waa responsible for Ma- 
dera's death, but that he was keep- 
Jnp It ns n "professional secret." 

(Ion. Huerta's statement reviews 
the hl.'^tory ol the Madero revolu- 
tion, his own accession to the pro- 
visional presidency, and concluded 
With the assertion that "my coun- 
^ try oannot be conquered." Sixteen 
mtHlons of men, women and child- 
ren would hare to if killed before 
Mexico would submit to an taiTader, 
he asserted. 

The heads of the Washington Ad- 
ministration, he declared, bad not 
been fair to Mexico, had bean misle.d 
by false statements, and if they had 
been in Mexico for thirty days "they 
would have changed their theoreti- 
cal, erroneous Ideas." Had It not 
been for the embargo on the expor- 
tation of arms from this country. 
Gen. Huerta Indicated that 'Ills army 
would have prevailed over thoae op- 
posed to Iti ... , . 

Tha SimtfX-^nmmMM Presi- 
dent reiterated the assertion he 
made when he left >texico last year, 
that he had resigned from bis posi- 
tion only because he hoped to brine 
peace to his country. 

He pointed out that in the eight 
months that have elapsed since that 
data the situation in Mexico had 
become "too sad tor me to analyse 
deeply." 

"Anarchy Is too soft a word to 
call It," he said. Mexico would 
eventually be saved, but by a Mexi- 
can. Who that would be he did not 
know. 

Oen. Haarta declined In response 
to 9«aiAloBs to give any lakllnt as 
to "his future movements. He deni- 
ed the report that he would go to 
San Antonio, Texas, or any other 
point near the Mexican border. Dis- 
cussing tha daath of Madaro, ha 
said: 

"That is a profossional secret, 
lawyers havo saerata, doctors have 
aaerats. I am a aoMlar. Why 
abonld net a soldier have seeratsT 

It is not through friendship for any- 
one that I am witliholding the in- 
formation, It is profe8sioiia4 diUy. 
The time will soon conie when my 
name will be vindicated, and, as 
Oen. Lee said of Oen. Jackson, the 
world will say of me I stood Ilka a 
stone wall submitting to tha Iffao- 
mlny and insults that bava bsan 
heaped upon me." 

"It has been said tliat you be- 
trayed the confidence of President 
Madero. Is it so? " he was asked. 
Oen. Huerta straightened up proud- 
ly, his pyet flashed, and bringing his 
elanebed flata against Ms breast, be 
replied: 

"No — I swear It. I was In no w&y 

responsible for his death. It has 
been one of the IiIm tortiire^ of my 
life. I am sorry 1 have to keep llie 
secret. AilhouKh I am of n differ- 
ent race than you gentlemen, I am 
a man." «

He says he doesn't 
know why, but when the conductor 
called out for Ellljay an Impulse 
stronger tlian he eonld resist l aused 
him to leave the train and go to the 
Ja.ll and. 8^rtGnder to the Sheriff. 

He Immediately bad the Sheriff to 
wire his son what he had done. 

He was indicted for murder at 
the May term of the Oilmar Supe- 
rior Court in 1888 and will ba triad 
at the May term next.

.Germany (name of town 

deleted by censor) April 16. — On 
tbe creet of a hill overlooldng a 
broad; valley 16 acres of flat land 
have been indoaed by a wooden 
fence seven feet high, aurmounted 
by two lines of barbed wire. The 
road on one side is a main highway. 
Peasant carts, wagons, motor cars 
and pedistrians pass untroubled by 
the fact that behind these boards 
are more than 8,000 men of varloua 
racea aad tongaaa, priaoners of war. 
It ia one of tbe German prison 
eampa where English, French, Rus- 
siana, Belgians and Turcos are de- 
tained. 

I was escorted through the camp 
by aft offlcer. "Tbla ta tha Quaran- 
tine pen," he announced to me, as 
aoon aa we had entered. "We Inap 
all newly arrived prisoners here for 
a period of four weeks to make sure 
that they have no diseaaes." 

Most of tbe prisoners in this 
"pen" were civilians. There were 
Belglana, eonaidarad to be anraly 
or inanbordinate, who had been re- 
moved from Belgium and laterned 
promlacnously with tha aoldlars. I 
noticed that they ware all o( the 
arms-bearing age. 

The camp Is divided into 10 of 
these "pens." Each oontaina four 
long, low bulIdfaMIs, built of aUined 
pine boarda. aad ataading on brick 
foundatloas.- Kaah building accom- 
modatea 100 men and Is heated by 
10 coke stoves, lighted by electrici- 
ty and viiitilaliii by windows. The 
sleeping jiiattressi-s are of unbleach- 
ed ducking, lill.Mi with •excelBlor" 

or wood shavings, two fesit thick, 
and placed on tha floor. 

Tha blaakata aeamad rather acan- 
ty. and moat of tha men, I waa told, 
uaed tbeir graatcoata as coverlets. 
In the renter of the room* were ob- 
long tables at which 12 men can sit 
comfortably for meals and games. 
Outbuildings, containing kitchen, 
stores, lavatories. #o., are alio pro- 
ridad. All tka haUdtaga ara aaw 
aad •paeially aaaatraetad lor hooa- 
iag prlaoaara. 

After a cursory Inspection, as the 
men were out of their quarters at 
the time, we passed to the adjoin- 
ing pen. In all respects identical 
with thd flrat, tha batlding was 
more ints mi lag. aa It wga full of 
prlMMia, ahlafp FraMh. thaath 



with a sprinkling of Delgians, and 
a few "black" troops. I talked w it'i 
several of the men. 

Many had been here for four or 
!ive months, but they all were In ^ 
good spirita and optimiatic. They 
naked whether tha Rnaaiantf were in 
Berlin, and aaid they daily expect • i 
to hear tbe boom of friendly gun . , 

"All the dlscllpline Is maintained ' 
by their own noncommissioned ofli- 
cers," my guide remarked, "thc,\ 
have full charge, also full reeponsl- 
blllty. If anything goes wrong, a 
lookout touchea a ball, and then, of., 
course, we take action." r 

He thereupon pointed to tbe bat- 
teries of artillery posted on elevat- 
ed platforms at various points of 
vantage. I also saw lookout towers 
in which sentries were stationed, 
who coinmanded a clear view of 
each pen. 

By tha time wa had raaehed the 
sixth pea -wa tbund tha m%H getting 
their noonday meal. The food Is 
prepared and cooked by the pris- 
oners. Tlie chief meal of the day 
Is at noon, and consists of a big tin 
bowl of meat and potato soup and a 
piece of black bread. I tasted tbe 
soup and It seemed very palatable. 
For breakfaat I waa told tha pria- 
oners received coffee, with sugar 
and bread, and In tbe evening bread 
with sometimes potatoes or other 
vegetables; in all one pound of 
bread a day for eacli man. 

Kach pen has a store which Is 
open at stated hours. A printed 
price list of tbe artldea sold hangs 
In front of the booth. Boap, brushes, 
shirts, towels. German dictionaries 
and Freneb-BngUsh-Oerman gram- 
mars are tbe chief Items. No food, ) 
chocolate or tobacco is sold, but the 
purchase of C.erman grammars Is 
encouraged, and the prices charged 
are low. i belleva « cenU. "You 
see we want the Smdlah and fWnch '

•taad ua bettar," aiy escort remark- 
ed to ma. K 

In one of the bulUlingH I came 
upon a group of British soldiers. 
They were guardsmen- tall, splen- 
did fellows, far excelling in phy- 
alque and bearing all the other, prla- 
enera. QueaUoaad aboat their food. 4 
they aald It was good, but one roan ' 
spoke up. "We want more bread." 

I waa lnform<'<l that the allowance 
waa tbe lame as that of the German 
soldtata.

struction the naval architects have 
tnk' Ti bin striili'.-'. \'p lo dato the 
larn' s^t Hubiiiaiiiio, as far us can be 
IcHrnod. that la building Is under 
SOO feet In length. This Is the class 
F of Vie British, which has not yet 
made Ita appearance unless it has 
been comnisaloiled recently and Is 
bolHK ufcd secretly. The boats of this 
c'luHs art' to have a surfaci- sixmmI of 
20 knots. The larK<>st of the lier- 
man boats arc of sihi tons displace- 
ment with a iTUlsliiK radius of 2,-

The Schley Is to be of the Hol- 
land or dIviiiK typp. It will displace 
approxlnialcly 1,1 'Ml tons at the Bur 
faff and as much more when sub- 
merged. The length will be 262 feet 
over all, or about 65 feet longei* 
than any submarine now projected 
by any European Power. This craft 
is to be drtTen by NUeeo Dteael oil 
engines which will develop 4,000 
horse-power, and these engines will 
enable the craft to maintain a speed 
on the surfiicc af 2i> nautical miles 
an hour.

Washington, April It. — ^Business 

conditions throughout the country 
are showing a marked Improvement 
in almost all Hues, according to re 
ports from the national bank exam- 
iners made public to-night by the 
Treasury department. Eighty of the 
ninety examlnera in the United 
States reported permanent improve- 
ment in buaineaa. Maine ia said to 
be the oaly State where real depres- 
sion exists. 

These reports are announced to 
be the result of careful observaiion 
supplemental to regular reiiorts on 
the business conditions made moutii 
ly to the coatroller of the treasury. 

The statement attributed depres- 
sion to the «n«8oal eoBdltions 
abroad but aays buaineaa here baa 
been stabilized through the applica- 
tion of economy. 

"Pronounced hopefulness Is prev- 
alent in nearly every district," says 
the announcement. "Agricultural 
conditiona in general are excellent, 
and commercial llnea, with compar- 
atively few exeeptloaa, are enlarg- 
ing thelp activity, mainly tbrougb an 
Increased demand. Manufacturing 
Is on the Increase, and those indus- 
tries having orders for supplies from 
the foreign countries continue espec- 
ially active. The South is showing 
marked improvement."

Tipperary is not by any iii.aTi,; 
the largeat or the moat beautitu,^ 
town In Ireland, but it la a romantic 

.)1>I place, near the base of the SMeve 
iia .Much, or Tipperary hills. Thesu 
hills are u braii'ii of the Qaltee 
iaii>:c' ami aif iioioil lor their Wild 
beauty. Tin- town is located aliout 
forty-two miles north-west of Cork 
on the Great Southern aiid Western 
Railroad. The quaint old place, 
with it! folk lore and rural popnla- 
Uon. to aitnated In the center of a 
line agricultural district, which 
once foriDcd a part of the ancient 
kiugdoiii of .Miiiifdr. 

The county of which Tipperary is 
the namesake and rounty-seat ^'as 
once a palatinate, ruled by tlie pow- 
erful earU of Ormond, Its soil is 
of Umaatone, overlaid by a rich loam 
capable of yielding the flneat crops. 
The majority of the popuUtlon is 
enB.itred 111 fariniiii; and manufac- 
tiivin^'. Creat iiiiaiitlties of con- 
deii.-i'il milli a.ul huttiT are produc- 
ed, the butter market ranking next 
to that of Cork. 

The town of Tipperary, the incor- 
poration of which dstea from 1S19, 
haa 7,000 tnhabitanta. It la gorern- 
cd by an elective hssembly called, 
tlie district council, which, as the 
people are greatly interested In 
their government, hold* aowrttrlr 
sessions. 

Tipperary is of great antiquity, 
tat ftrat «««iare4 importaacs the 
erection of a oaatre there by King 
John. The guide poiata out the alte 
to visitors, but tells them that the 
remains iriinibied away many years 
ago. Henry III. founded there a 
monastery for AuKU.stlnians. This 
added a stimulus to the growth of 
the town. The only building of an- 
tiquity now standing la the gate- 
houae of this laatttnttoa, » relic of 
departed graadeur. 

When the present Baropean 
!-tr>iKj;le had reached Its crisis and 
KnKlaiid entered the contest, many 
of the sturdy sons of Tipperary left 
tlieir employment and enlisted for 
service with the colors. One of 
England's crack regiments Is called 
the "Tipperary Tigara," in honor of 
the country of that name. — [Wash- 
ington Star.

When .she 
Was a youiiK Kirl she became a mem- 
ber of the Baptist church, having 
been baptised by BMar Alfred Tay- 
lor. She waa one of the organiaers 
of th4 West Point Baptlat church In 
18,56, and In 1897 she was one of 
those entering Into the organization 
of the Sinalllious Uaiitlst church, of 
which she was a devoted member 
at the time of her death. The life 
she lived bespoke the Christianity 
which she professed.

■Wi' were caunlit with 1 «,OiH».000 
bales. of cotton on our hands, which 
we could neither eat nor wear and 
wera forced to aaoriflce it to buy| 
sappMea. 

"The defect in the South ia fun- 
damental. It results from a failure 

to make agriculture an industry. 

"(Jerniany, through her great ag- 
ricultural system, laid the founda- 
/tlon for the support of 'her armies in 
the Said and her people at home 
4«iring the war. Thia agricultural 
system waa as wall orgaaiud as her 
industrial or manufacturing sys- 
tems. Production, marketing and 
distribution li:id :ill hern tii.Tdn thi> 
subject of scientific study niid means 
provided for their regulation. 

"When the able-bodied men were 
called to colors, the women — who 
do fnach of the farm work in nor- 
mal timea — and old men carried on 
the work In the fields. The only 
problem was to get the heavy plow- 
ing done. The women ordinarily do 
the binding and tlir<>8liinK. It would 
amase you to see the enormous 
amount of work tbey can accom- 
plish. 

"While we could not adopt the 
German system of organiaation over 
here, its perfection cannot fall to in- 
terest. Crop diversification 'is prac- 
tically a simple matter In CiPrniany. 
Their system of (Jovernnient works 
from the top down, while ours la 
built upon the individual citisen. 
The Government can Impreaa Its will 
upon the soil as easily as it Impres- 
ses, reservists into its military ser- 
vice. A good iUustratlon was It^ 
success in practically legislating a 
larger sugar conteat into Ita sugar 
beet sugar."

Reuben A. Miller Succumbs To 
Illness— Leading .Member 
Oi the Bar. 



Owensboro, Ky., April 17. — Rea- 
ben A. Miller, one of the most prom- 
inint attornrys in Konlutky, died 
of heart disease at his honip on 
South Fredorlra street at noon to- 
day. Mr. Miller had been HI for 
the laat three weeks, and for aever- 
al daya hope fof hts raeovarjr bad 
been abandoned. HIa health began 
to fail more than a year ago, when 
he was chief • counsel for the Louis- 
ville. Meiiiirrsnii & St. Louis H:!il- 
road Coni|)nny, and he wag forced 
to resign that ofllce and also to cur- 
tall his practice for other corpora- 
Uona. 

Mr. Miller waa bom In Ohio coun- 
ty, near the Haneoek oonaty Une, at 
the preaent Tillage of Herbert. His 
father was a fanner and died when 
Reuben was a small l>oy. He was 
sent to the public schools and later 
to an Institution of blRli repute in 
that locality known as Ford's Sem- 
inary, and which was presided over 
by Prof. John Clark. He then 
tanght one or two terms of winter 
Bchool and In this way got. oppor- 
tunity to read Blackstone, which he 
did without the assistance of a tu- 
tor. He never studied in a law of- 
fice except his own. 

He removed to llawesvllle, where 
he took up tlie study of law regu- 
larly, and, in 187!), on completing 
Ilia twenty-llrst year, he waa admit- 
ted to the llencoek county bar, 
where he became a leader among 
such lawyers as M. A. Mason, W . S. 
Hoherts, David R. Murray, J. I). 
Powers. R. Y. Bush, Clifford Moor- 
man and James E. Stone. 

He built up such a reputation as 
an orator he was in constant de- 
mand at educational, temperance 
and poUtleal meetinga.

On the Ilaliau Frontier, Via Paris, 
April 17. -Italy to-da;> has I,2iiii.- 
Ono (Irst-llne soldiers under niius. 
They are from twenty to twenty-six 
yeara oi age. They are perfectly 
armed and eqaipped otherwiae "to 
the laat button." 

General ZupelU, the Italian Min- 
ister of War, speaking on the mili- 
tary situation' in Italy, said that a 
miracle bad been accomplished, in 
that a Country wbiCh fori) about 
twenty yeara bad maintained a mii- 
Itarjr organlaatlon merely for the 
preaarratlon of peace had created 
what he termed one of the most 
perfect of war machines. The ehange 
was not easy. General Zupelll said, 
as was i)roved wherever the same 
work was attempted. Great Brit- 
ain, for example, had faced the 
same problem and, though possess- 
ing greater reeonrcea. was vHn less 
prepared than Italy.
